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GENERAL NOTES 


The United States is historically an immigrant 
country, and the flow of immigration to the United 
States has included significant numbers of scientists 
and engineers. The first study of immigrant scientific 
and technical personnel was prepared by the National 
Science Foundation (NSF) and published in 1958 as 
Immigration of Professional Workers to the United 
States: 1953-56, Scientific Manpower Bulletin No. 8, 
NSF 58-4. This document included statistical data 
from as early as 1949. 


The Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS) compiles information on immigrants, 1.e., aliens 
admitted to the United States for legal permanent 
residence. The INS supplies the NSF with data on 
those immigrants who classified their occupations as 
scientists and engineers. Individuals are categorized 
as scientists or engineers on the basis of their educa- 
tional or employment background; however, those 
who cite their occupation as researcher, manager, 
teacher, or student are not included in this report. 
Also excluded are those who did not list an occupa- 
tion or who were unemployed or not in the labor force 
at their time of entry into this country. The data in 
this report update those previously published for 
fiscal years (FYs) 1967-78, 1982-87 and 1988-90; 
data for 1979-81 are not available. 


Since 1966 the Division of Science Resources 
Studies (SRS) of the National Science Foundation has 
compiled the INS data on the annual inflows of 
scientists and engineers from abroad. The objective 
of this collection effort is to provide policymakers and 
researchers with the following data: 


(1) Levels and trends in the immigration of 
scientists and engineers; 


(2) Characteristics of scientists and engineers 
from abroad; e.g., age, sex, field of specialization, and 


type of entry; 


(3) Country of birth and last permanent residence 
of these personnel (many immigrants born in one 
country reside elsewhere for a year or more before 
coming to the United States); and 


(4) Numbers of scientists and engineers receiving 
certification from the U.S. Department of Labor and 
entering the United States to work in shortage occupa- 
tions. 


In the Glossary section of the 1992 INS Szazisti- 
cal Yearbook, the term “occupation” is defined as the 
employment held in the country of last or legal 
residence or in the United States or the employment 
for which a labor certification has been issued. The 
Yearbook states that, “labor certification is awarded 
by the Secretary of Labor when there are insufficient 
numbers of U.S. workers available to undertake the 
employment sought by an applicant and the alien’s 
employment will not have an adverse affect on the 
wages and working conditions of United States 
workers similarly employed. Determination of labor 
availability in the United States is made at the time of 
a visa application and at the location where the 
applicant wishes to work.” 


As used in this report, the term “immigrant” 
refers to “an alien admitted to the United States as a 
lawful permanent resident.” Immigrants may be 
issued immigrant visas by the Department of State 
overseas or adjusted to permanent resident status by 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service after their 
arrival in the United States. 


The term “adjustment-of-status” refers to a 
change from a temporary to a permanent visa for 
those originally admitted with a specific temporary 
purpose, temporary work, or to attend college. 
“Certification” or “certified admission“ refers to those 
admitted based on their job skills and certification by 
the Department of Labor as described above. 


Except as noted, the data used in this report come 
from the FY 1991 and FY 1992 Immigrant Public 
Tape prepared by the Statistics Division of the Office 
of Strategic Planning at the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service. For FY 1991 and FY 1992 the 
Public Tape produces a slightly different total of 
scientists and engineers than published in the 1990 
and 1992 Statistical Yearbooks of the INS. For 
1992, INS reports 23,700 new permanent visas for 


immigrants in science and engineering occupations 
versus 22,900 reported on the Public Tape. This 
difference is caused by the inclusion of successful 
legalization program applicants under the 1986 
Immigration Reform and Control Act (IRCA). Out of 
a concern for privacy, INS did not include legalization 
applicants on the Public Tape. 


The Immigration Act of 1990 (Public Law 101- 
649) brought about comprehensive changes in the 
immigration law. This law authorized increases in 
immigration for certain types of aliens, such as highly 
skilled workers and family members of the highly 
skilled worker. At the end of FY 1992 most of the 
aliens who were eligible for permanent residence 
under the provisions of the act had attained their 
Status. 


INS determines an immigrant’s occupation 
differently for occupation-based and non-occupation- 
based admissions. For those admitted under an 
occupational preference, the occupation recorded ts 
the job the immigrant will be taking in the United 


States. For all other immigrants occupation is 
recorded as the occupation held in the last country of 
residence. 


Users of this document should also note that all 
data in this report reflect gross rather than net migra- 
tion of scientists and engineers to the United States. 
since neither INS nor NSF has information on the 
number of permanent-resident immigrants who 
emigrate from the United States. For all immigrants, 
estimates of emigration of the foreign-born suggest 
that net migration to the United States is between one- 
half and two-thirds of the gross immigration numbers 
reported in INS data.’ No information ts available on 
whether immigrant scientists and engineers are more 
or less likely than other immigrants to emigrate.

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INTRODUCTION 

The data in this report are derived from the 1988- 
92 Immigrant Public Use data files of the U.S. 
immigration and Naturalization Service (INS). The 
INS compiles information on aliens admitted to the 
United States each year for legal permanent residence. 
These immigrants may either be new arrivals entering 
the United States with an immigrant visa issued by 
the U.S. Department of State or temporary U.S. 
residents who adjusted their status to that of legal 
permanent residents by petitioning the [NS. 


In as. sity :. = data presented in this report, note 
thatthe . -' aition of “scientist” or “engineer” as used 
in the IN 0.3 not necessarily correspond with 


that used by NSF in its surveys of scientists and 
engineers (S&Es) in the Un:sted States. Thus, 
comparisons between the two populations should be 
made with caution. 


S&Es constitute only a small proportion of all 
immigrants to the United States. The INS reports that 
in 1991 nearly 2 million (1,827,167) immigrants were 
granted legal permanent residence. In | 992 this 
number dropped to about | million (973,977).- Only 
0.7 percent of the 2 million immigrants granted legal 
permanent resident status in 199! were S&Es, and of 
the | million legal immigrants in 1992, 2.3 percent 
were S&Es. 


During the 1980s immigration of S&Es was 
fairly stable (chart | and table B-!), increasing 
slightly each year. However, in 1992 there was a 
large jump in admissions, to a total of 22,870, 
representing a 62-percent increase over S&E 
immigration 'n 199] (14,100). The cause of this 
large increase is not yet fully understood but is clearly 
related to the changes in the immigration law enacted 
in 1990. 


The Immigration Act of 1990 contained the most 
comprehensive changes to immigration quotas in more 
than 25 years for certain types of aliens. The large 
increase in empicyment-based quotas, such as for

highly skilled workers, allowed considerably more 
S&Es to enter the country effective in 1992. 


The bulk of immigrant S&Es are engineers. 
Those employed in science occupations* represented 
only 25.6 percent of the 1991 S&E immigration and 
31.8 percent of the 1992 S&E immigration, with 
mathematical scientists and computer specialists 
accounting for nearly 50 percent of scientists admitted 
in both vears. 


Chart 2 and table B-2 show the changing paitern 
of labor certification of immigrant S&Es admitted to 
the United States on permanent visas from 1968 
through 1992. During the 1960s and early 1970s, the 
majority of S&Es were admitted with labor certifica- 
tions. During the late 1970s and 1980s, the situation 
reversed, so thut the ratio of noncertified to certified 
immigrants was 2 to |. In 1992, with the increases in 
high-skill occupational preferences under the | 990 
law, equal numbers of S&Es entered in each category. 


Chart 4 shows that both the number of women 
S&Es immigrating to the United States and the 
percentage of all S&Es who are women increased 
consistently between 1988 and 1992. Women repre- 
sented 24.8 percent of the S&Es admitted with 
permanent resident status in 1992, with 4.555 women 
admitted. In the previous year 2.573 women S&Es 
were admitted, accounting for 22.3 percent of al! the 
S&Es who immigrated during that year. 


Immigrants from the Far East constif. 2. » re 
and growing proportion of all S&E imm ize). 
Data for 1991 and 1992 (chart 3 andtabi<s © and 
B-4) show that the largest portion of S&Es admitted 
to the United States as permanent residents identify 
their country of birth as being in the Far East. In 
199] 44.7 percent of all S&Es admitted were from the 
Far East, and this percentage rose to 55.3 percent in 
1992. According to the 1992 data, India was reported 
as the country of birth for 15.7 percent of all S&E 
immigrants, and the People's Republic of China was 
reported by another | 3.5 percent of those adm:tted.

Also 1992 immigrants coming from Eastern Europe 
increased by 11.0 percent over 1991. Nearly half of 
the engineers from Eastern Europe were born in 
Poland. 


For several years prior to 1991, new arrivals 
made up 51 to 58 percent of S&E immigration. 
Immigrant S&Es already in the United States, whose 
resident status was adjusted from temporary to 
permanent, accounted for the remaining 42 to 49 
percent. Data for 1991 show the proportion of both 
new arrivals and adjustment-of-status cases to be 
roughly equal, whereas 1992 “adjustment-of-status” 
Cases increased tc 65 percent of S&E immigration in 
that year and new arrivals fell to 35 percent. (See 
table B-21.) 


The median salary’ offer reported by immigrant 
S&Es receiving labor certification in 1991 was 
$38,000. The median salary rose to $40,000 for 
those receiving labor certification in 1992. In both 
years the median salaries for engineering occupations 
were from 10 to 12 percent higher than those for 
science occupations. Also in both years, computer 
scientists reported higher salaries than did those in 
any other science occupation. Although median 
salaries for chemical, nuclear, and petroleum engi-

neers were roughly the same in 1991, topping all other 
S&E salaries at approximately $43,000, petroleum 
engineering rose above the others in 1992, reaching 
$47,500. (See charts 5 and 6 and tables B-25 and B- 
26.) 


Data on technologists and technicians are in- 
cluded in NSF’s Immigrant Scientists and Engineers 
reports for the first time. These terms apply to 
workers who work in direct support of scientists or 
engineers, utilizing theoretical knowledge of funda- 
mental scientific, engineering, mathematical, medical, 
or draft design principles. The INS data show that 
8,092 science and engineering technologists and 
technicians were admitted to the United States as legal 
permanent residents in 1992. This number represents 
a 15.6-percent increase over the 7,001 immigrants 
employed in technical occupations admitted to the 
United States in 1991. Prior-year immigration of 
technicians and technologists had been fairly constant, 
at approximately 6,000 annually from 1988 through 
1990. Technologists and technicians admitted to the 
United States in 1992 were more likely to be em- 
ployed in engineering-related occupations than those 
becoming permanent residents in earlier years. From 
1986 to 1990 the majority of the immigrants were in 
health-related occupations. 


SELECTED SUMMARY CHARTS 

Chart 1 depicts the number of immigrant scien- 
lists and engineers admitted to the United States on 
permanent visas from 1968 through 1992. Immigra- 
tion of scientists and engineers had declined sharply in 
the mid-seventies, to a low of 6,400 in 1974. With 
some exceptions, immigration of scientists and 
engineers gradually rose throughout the 1980s. By 
1991 the numbers of immigrant scientists and 
engineers admitted had surpassed the 1970 high of 
13,300, reaching a level of 14,100. Then in 1992, 


S&E immigration rose sharply, to 22,900, 62 percent 
above that in 1991. 


Chart 2 shows scientists and engineers admitted 
to the United States from 1968 to 1992 on permanent 
visas by worker certification status. From 1968 to 
1972 S&Es with worker certifications outnumbered 
those without certifications by about 2 to 1. By the 
late 1980s the proportions were completely reversed. 
However, the data for 1992 show an equalization of 
immigrants in both groups.

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Chart 3 shows the percentages of scientists and 
engineers admitted to the United States on permanent 
visas, by occupation and region of birth, in 1992. 
Engineers accounted for well over half of the immi- 
grants admitted to the United States. By far the 
largest group (about 10,000) recorded their region of 
birth as Asia. The second most common region of 
birth was Europe, with nearly 4,000 engineers. More 
or less the same pattern of regional origins, although 
less pronounced, was also true of the other S&E 
occupations. 
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Chart 4 shows that both the number of women 
S&Es immigrating to the United States and the 
percentage of women S&E immigrants consistently 
increased between 1988 and 1992. In 1992 women 
represented 20 percent of the S&Es admitted, up from 
15 percent in 1988.

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Chart 6 shows the median salary offers for 
scientists receiving permanent worker certification, by 
field of occupation, in 1991. The median salary for 
scientists was $34,968 in 1991. Scientists offered 
positions in the fields of computer science, mathemati- 
cal/statistical sciences, and physical sciences received 
Salary offers ranging from $36,000 to 39,000. 


Chart 5 shows the median salary offers for 
engineers receiving permanent worker certification, by 
field of occupation, in 1991. The median salary for 
an engineer was $39,001 for 1991. Engineers with 
worker certification were offered as much as $45,000 
in the occupational fields of petroleum, nuclear, and 
chemical engineering.

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APPENDIX A. 
IMMIGRATION REGULATIONS 


The regulations pursuant to the Immigration Act 
of 1990 (the act) as amended, underlie the data that 
appear in this report. The act restructured the immi- 
grant categories of admission and made other modifi- 
cations to the act. It also divided the preference 
classes into two general categories: family-sponsored 
and employment-based. The act specifies that the 
family-sponsored limit may not go below a minimum 
of 226,000 in any year and set the employment-based 
preference limit at 140,000. The per-country limit for 
1992 for independent foreign states is 25,620 and for 
dependencies is 7,320. The act also specified that the 
number of preference visas issued to Hong Kong be 
set at 10,000 annually for the period 1991-93. A total 
of 12,000 visas were issued annually during fiscal 
years 1991-93 to employees of certain businesses 
operating in Hong Kong and their spouses and 
children. 


The act also established a preference system for 
persons subject to the worldwide limitation as follows: 


FAMILY-SPONSORED 
PREFERENCES: 226,000! 


First - Unmarried sons and daughters of 
U.S. citizens and their children. (23,400) 


Second - Spouses, children, and unmarried 
sons and daughters of permanent resident 
aliens. Spouses and children received at 
least 77 percent of the visas issued. The 
remaining visas were issued to unmarried 
sons and daughters who were at least 21 
years of age. (114,200) 


Third - Married sons and daughters of 
U.S. citizens and their spouses and chil- 
dren. (23,400) 


Fourth - Brothers and sisters of U.S. 
citizens that were at least 21 years of age 
and their spouses and children. (40,049)

EMPLOYMENT- BASED 
PREFERENCES: 140,000 


First - Priority workers and their spouses 
and children. Priority workers are persons 
of extraordinary ability; outstanding 
professors and researchers; and certain 


multinational executives and managers.

Second - Professionals with advanced 
degrees or aliens of exceptional ability and 
their spouses and children. (40,040) 


Third - Skilled workers, professional 
workers without advanced degrees, needed 
unskilled workers, and their spouses and 
children. The number of unskilled workers 
was limited to 10,000. (40,040) 


Fourth - Special immigrants and their 
spouses and children. The number of 
certain religious workers was limited to 
5,000. (9,940) 


Fifth - Employment creation. “Inventors” 
and their spouses and children. (9,940) 


Other numerically limited immigrants specified in the 
Immigration Act of 1990: 


e Spouses and children of aliens; 
e Aliens from adversely affected countries; 


e Displaced Tibetans and their spouses and 
children; 


e Asylees and their spouses and children; and 
e Employees of certain U.S. businesses 


operating in Hong Kong and their spouses 
and children. 
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
